LONDON, May 20, 4:25 a.m.—{By At- 
lantic Cable.] Last night’s court cir- 
cular contains the following: 

“The Queen received on Friday night 
with the greatest gratification and 
thankfulness the news of the relief of 
| Mafeking after a heroic defense of 
over seven months by Col. Baden- 
Powell and troops under his command.” 

The significance of this, which refers 
to the receipt by Her Majesty of a 
copy of the Associated Press dispatch 
from Pretoria, is that it is the first 
official intimation of the relief of 
Mafeking, and it would not have been 
made had any doubt existed in the 
official mind as to the correctness of 
the news.

and pupils overworked, manual! train- 
ing should not be introduced uniess 
it will ald the pupil in his work and 
help him to become a better man and 
a better citizen.” To prove that it 
will do all this, the speaker cited nu- 
merous instances from the schoois of 
England, Germany and Sweden in 
which he had studied. He said “Man- 
ual training will keep the pupils 
longer ingschool, make them 
boys and girls, better men and women 
and ‘better elements in society, help 
them to see clearer and reason better. 
With these facts undisputed, surely 
we have all the arguments necessary 
to show why manual! training should 
The 
success of this training rests largely 
with the teachers. They must have the 
proper spirit, be enthusiastic, be ready 
to grasp opportunities, able not only 
to carry his own line, but must see 
and understand’ the connection be- 
tween manual training and the trad!i- 
tional lines and be able to present all 
subjects in the light of best educs- 
tional thovght. Lastly, the pupils 
themselves are the strongest argu- 
ment in favor of a rational study of 
motor activity. The primary grades. 
especially, demand it.”" The afternoon 
session was devoted to a paper from 
Mrs. Neeley, “Why is reading s0 poor 
in our schools, and how may it be 
remedied?”

Interesting Hunt for a Pair 
of Horse Thieves. 


Closely Pursued, but Still They Dodge 
the Officers. 


SANTA ANA, May 19.—([Reguler 
Correspondence.) Each day brings 
increased interest in the hunt for the 
horse thieves who stole a team of fine 
black mares from Deputy Sheriff 
Sleeper last Sunday night, for it now 
transpires that two men were impl!- 
cated in the theft. From this city 
they were traced to the Laguna sa- 
loon, eight miles this side of Los An- 
geles, where they stopped to water 
the horses, and from there they drove 
directly to a private stable which they 
had previously rented on Fifth street, 
Los Angeles, within two blocks of the 
Arcade depot. A resident of that vi- 
cinity who had noticed the horses at 
this stable read a description of Sleep- 
er’s team in Wednesday morning's 
Times, and saw that the horses in the 
stable near him were the ones de- 
scribed in The Times. He im- 
mediatel notified the Sheriff's 
office, t when the officers ar- 
rived the “birds” had flown. They 
were traced from there to a stable at 
the corner of Ninth and Ruth streets 
on the following day, but when the 
officers arrived there they found that 
their game had again escaped, this 
time going through Boyle Heights and 
East Los Angeles in the direction: of 
Pasadena. At last accounts the men 
hed seven head of horses, three bays, 
two sorrels and the team of black 
mares stolen’ from Sleeper, one of 
which has a wire cut under the fetiock 
on one of her feet. The officers have 
secured a good description of the men 
and it is only a question of time when 
they will undoubtedly be run down 
unless they desert their herd, all of 
which have been stolen. One of the 
men is tall and slender, has a dark 
moustache, and wears a light slouch 
hat. The other one is short and quite 
heavy set, wears a brown moustache, 
faded brown cut-a-way coat and dark 
slouch hat. Both men, when last seen, 
had about two weeks’ growth of beard. 
It is known that they are heavily 
armed and that they will use their 
guns if tlrey have a chance. The Los 
Angeles officers have joined forces with 
the officers from this county and they 
are determined to run this couplet of 
criminals to earth. 

It was learned here just yesterday 
that H. G. Rosenbaum of Capistrano 
lost a team of bay horses from his cor- 
ral last Sunday night, when Sleeper’s 
team was stolen. A bay team was 
also taken from A. Levi at San Diego 
about the same time, and information 
was received here yesterday that a 
horse had been stolen at Long Beach. 
Wednesday night a team and open 
buggy were stolen at Lompoc. 

It is evident that the thieves are 
afraid now to endeavor to leave the 
country with the horses as the people 
are becoming thoroughly aroused and 
are sending information relative to 
their whereabouts to the officers as 
rapidly as it can be obtained, and 
their only hope seems to be in shifting 
from place to place in the vicinity of 
Los Angeles during the night time, 
or abandoning their stolen property 
and getting out of the country by rail. 
For the past few days a portion of 
their outfit has consisted of a heavy 
pole, top buggy, with red running gear, 
side springs and an old peddling 
wagon. In this wagon they had a 
new Rambler bicycle and some other 
stuff, all of which is kept well covered 
by a piece of heavy ducking.

AN OBJECT LESSON. 

{Army and Navy Gazette:] “As a 
nation we owe the Boers a debt of 
gratitude for so plainly showing the 
necessity of a thorough reorganization 
of our arny and the substitution of a 
purely mifitary training for the exist- 
ing one, which may be called a cross 
between that of a schoolboy, account- 
ant, public lecturer and general trades- 
man, with a dash of practical soldier- 
ing thrown in now and then.

@ good accountant, can keep a coffee 
shop or canteen on a sound and profit- 
able basis, and has a knowledge of all 
sorts of other things, he can never ex- 
pect to make headway in the service. 


Practical musketry, which should be : 


the most important part, at all events 
of the infantry soldier's training, is 
quite of secondary consideration, and 
the total amount of time spent annu- 
ally by the British soldier in shooting 
averages about five hours: and conse- 
quentiy as each yearly course com- 
mences, he is as great a stranger to the 
use of his rifie as when he started his 
recruits’ course. To run after an 
enemy who is also a crack shot is a 
vastly different affair from running 
after the hounds. This is a lesson 
the enemy has teught our men several 
times in our present war in South 
Africa.” 


THE INVENTOR OF PRISMATIC 
POWDER. 

Hudson Maxim, in a letter to the En- 

gineering News of April 26, sketches the 


development of the processes for slow- 
ing the combustion of gunpowder by 
compression and granulation, and says 


that no marked improvement inthe 
mechanical treatment of power was 
made until the late Gen. J. 
Rodman took up the subject in the 


early fifties. He was the inventor of 
what is known as prismatic powder. 
“With carefully-selected ingredients, 
prepared in a special manner, Rodman 
molded each grain separately under 
great hydraulic pressure. He made his 
grains hexagonal in form, in order to 
pack them more closely together, and 
by saving space get larger charges 
into the powder chamber of the gun. 
His hexagonal grains were so dense 
that if their thickness was a little too 
great they did not burn before’ the 
projectile left the gun. 

“It then occurred to Gen. Rodman 
that if he perforated each grain with 
a large number of small holes, pre- 
senting just thickness enough  be- 
tween them to permit of being burned 
through during the time the projectile 
was in the gun, he would be able to 
make his grains much larger,” and 
would at the same time secure a re- 
sult, still more important, namely. that 
of ‘accelerating combustion,’ so-called 
by him, and now often termed  ‘pro- 
gressive combustion.’ 

“Black powder did not, however, have 
the tensile strength for multi-perfora- 
tion, and a grain with a single per- 
foration was in use until the advent of 
smokeless powder, which possessed the 
necessary qualities for the multi-per- 
forations Rodman. But smokeless

eich had followed the other man 
into his house, being killed with an ax 
as he was trying to foree an entrance.

The Coroner went to the 
scené and searched the person of the 
deceased. He also went into Welsh’s 
house (not the house where the man 
was killed) and made a earch of the 
promises. An undertaker was sum- 
moned and removed the body. Neither 
the Coroner nor the undertaker was 
able to find any money on the body. 
One pocketknife was the net result of 
their search. 

The deceased was a hominy peddler. 
His usually amounted to about 
$2 per day. The old man had been 
sa up his earnings for the purpose 
of bringing his wife and three chil- 
dren here from New York City. He 
acted a# his own banker. Being cau- 
tioned by his friends against carrying 

sums of money on his person, he 
turned over to Rev. John Coleman of 
this city $100 on Saturday, March 17. 
At that time, Mr. Coleman § states, 
Welsh had between $5 and $10 left in 
his possession. The murdered man 
was engaged in making sales of hom- 
iny up to the time of his death. A 
housekeeper in the neighborhood 
bought hominy of the old man two 
hours before his death, and saw him 
put the money in his pocket. His 
acquaintances say that Welsh must 
have had several dollars on his per- 
ron when killed. They also. state 
that the deceased carried a watch of 
some value. The person of the dead 
man. and his residence, were rearched 
by the Coroner shortly after the kill- 
ing. No money was reported, and 
the watch also had disappeared. The 
Public Administrator afterward 
searched the house, In the oresence of 
witnesses. He found an old puree 
thrown onto a table, containing on!y 
a few cents.

KOCH’S REVOLVER. 


Franklin Koch, a barber, committed 
suicide by shooting, at Pasadena, in 
March, 1899. The body was removed 
to the undertaking parlors under the 
Coroner's orders. The trunk of the 
deceased was brought from Pasadena 
to the Coroner's office in this city. The 
search of the body and effects netted 
$3.50 in money, according to the records. 
Among other possessions of the de- 
ceased was the handsome Smith & 
Weston double-action revolver with 
which he killed himself. This weapon 
was placed on the body by a Pasa- 
dena constable at the time of the in- 
quest. Several people wished to buy 
the revolver from the Public Adminis- 
trator when he came into possession of 
the estate. It could not be found. The 
Coroner does not remember having 
geen it at the. inquest. 

SNEIDER, THE PAUPER MISER, 


Out beyond San Gabriel is a small 
hamlet called Savannah. There John 
Sneider conducted a small ranch. He 


lived there, and peddied his produce 
about the country. He was notorious 
throughout the neighborhood as a miser. 


His neighbors believed that he had 
amassed considerable money. They 
knew he had spent but little One 


morning he was found hung up to a 
refter in his house. The Coroner and 
his clerk went out promptly and held 
an inquest, searching the premises, but 
finding no money. An o!d carpet sack, 
containing a lot of musty documents, 


was brought back to town by them. . 


The Coroner promptly notified the Pub- 
lic Administrator that the case needed 
his attention. The miser’s reputed 
wealth was never found, according to 
the files at the Courthouse.

MRS. ROCK’S ESTATE. 


Mre. Ella Rock died at a lodging- 
house at No. 653 New High street. The 
Coroner's clerk, his son, and an em- 
ployé of the undertaking establishment 
went to the place and made an exami- 
nation. The clerk states that there 
was a trunk in the room. No money 
was found by the employés of the Cor- 
oner’s office or the undertaker among 
the dead woman's effects. 

WEST WAS PENNILESS. 


Edward M. West had a tailoring es- 
tablishment near the northwest cor- 
ner of Main and First streets. He 
committed suicide in June, 1899. Ac- 
cording to the stories told by his as- 
sociates, the dead man had been in the 
habit of carrying considerable money 
on his person. He was his own banker. 
The Coroner and undertaker searched 
his effects and did not find any money, 
according to the court records. 

NOT BEEKING TROUBLE. 

Public Administrator Kellogg was 
seen by a Times reporter in his office. 
Hie stated that while there had been 
many controversies between his office 
and the Coroner over the possession of 
property of deceased persons, some of 
the troubles having been acted upon 
by the District Attorney, yet, unless 
it became necessary in the perform- 
ance of his duty, he would decline to 
enter into any further dispute, either 
private or public, with the Coroner. 
Questioned as to specific cases, he re-

ferred the reporter to Leon F. Moss, 
Esq., his attorney, who he stated was 
familiar with all the controversies, and 
an eyewitness to many happenings in 
the cases in question.

{Mexican Herald:] Texas has always 
been noted for the remarkable decisions 
of some of ite minor judictary, which, 
while often showing ignorance of the 
letter of the law, contained a good deal 
of rude equity and appreciation of 
what was right between man and man. 
This is largely due to the fact that the 
remuneration of most of the justices 
of the peace in the State is so small 
that no lawyer, or even a man of good 
average business ability, can afford to 
spend the time needed to discharge the 
duties of the office. The well-known 
capitalist, Uncle Jerry Galvan, when in 
the height of his power, got himself 
elected to the position, that it might 
not fall into the hands of a man who 
would oppress the poorer people, and 
later the present Sheriff, Forto, and 
a& number of others have taken the po- 
sition solely to the same end. 

The present justice of Brownsville is 
Joseph. 1. P. Franklin, who off and on 
has been justice for the past twenty 
years. He is a little, nervous man, 
very well versed in the laws of the 
State, and the determined enemy of all 
fakirs, snide machine repairers, and all 
that wandering gentry that float from 
town to town preying on the unwary. 
When one of these fellows gets Into the 
clutches of Franklin he always has a 
very hard time of it, indeed, ana gen- 
erally goes across the river to escape 


his prosecutor. 


The Judge is generally known as 
“Jip” Franklin among the American 


population, and as “Hosey-Josey” 
among the Mexicans. This queer com- 


pound appellative has stuck to him 


since, asa lUttle tot at school, his 
American teacher would sometimes ad- 
dress him by the Spanish version of 
his name, “José,”" and sometimes with 
its English diminutive as “Josey,” his 


school fellows forming him a nick- 


name by a combination of the two.

The police and the hang- 
ers-on were ordered to clear the street 
and to keep all passersby and curious 
urchins back, while the rival occupants 
of the residences were ordered to stay 
within doors.

WEEKLY BANK STATEMENT. 
INCREASES IN ALL THE TOTALS. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, May 19.—The Financier 
says: “The changes in the totals of 
the clearinghouse banks for the week 
ending May 19 are unimportant. The 
principal feature is a gain of $5660 in 
cash, due principally to the movement 
of interior funds to this center. Pen- 
sion payments bv the treasury offset 
the gold withdrawn for export, and the 
banks really ended the week as credit. 
ors in this respect. The rapid rise in 
the loan total noted over the last two 
months is seemingly at an end. Fol- 
lowing a sthall decrease for the week 
ending May 12, the banks have made a 
slight expansion of $740,000 during the 
last six days, but this is due to local 
causes. The deposit item is $1,374,000 
higher, and the week closed with a re- 
serve of $1,222,500 in excess of the pre- 
vious statement, making a total surplus 
of $16.056.225. There is reason to be- 
lieve that the gold export movement 
is at an end and as western banks are 
reporting a remarkably easy condition 
of the money market, the inference is 
that New York will receive some heavy 
eurrency shipments before the crop 
season opens. The redemption of the 
outstanding 2 per cent. extension bonds 
by the treasury will also operate in the 
direction of easing the market, so that 
the future appears to favor low rates. 


It is not to be forgotten, however, 
lthat the Presidential campaign is 
nearly at hand, and as this will

the possibility of adding to present 
supplies of funds through the issue of 
new bank notes, anything approach- 
ing stringency, even with a Psesiden- 
tial election impending, is out of the 
question.

Among the mest interesting of these recent investiga- 
tions are the skull measurements carried on by Ammon in 
the province of Baden, Germany, by Wiesbach in Austria, 
Dietlein and Chalemeau in Switzerland, Ranke in Bavaria, 
Collignon and Lapouwge and Muffang in France, the results 
of which, briefly summarized, appear te demonstrate that 
there is a distinct physical type which furnishes every- 


Ammon’s investigations, begun without any inkling as 
to their outcome in this direction, demonstrated, in the 
first place, that everywhere in Baden the urban population 
were more dolichocephalic than the rural imhabitants, and 
his conclusions were confirmed by the later investigations 
mentioned above, for the other parts of Europe, in which 
they pursued their work. Mr. Closson, working over the 
statistics furnished by a number of the authorities, further 
discovered that the migratory elements of the populations 
studied were more dolichocephalic than the elements which 
inclined to remain stationary in the places from which 
they came. This discovery was also indicated by La- 
pouge’s work, which showed that the children of parents 
“born in different cantons of Southern France were more 

the children of paretite bern in the 
same canton. this time statistics multiplied, indi- 
cating that the migratory elements‘everywhere, those pass- 
ing from land to land, as well as those passing from the 
country to the city, were more dolichocephalic than the sta- 
tionary population, and that the centers of wealth, the 
rich, open valleys and the cities, were more dolichecephalic 
than the inhabitants of the other parts of the country. 
The class that emigrates to the city is also found to aver- 
age taller than the rural population—a fact the more strik- 
ing, im that the city-borm population is found te average 
shorter than that of the country. It would thus appear 
that city life causes a decrease of stature after a genera- 
tion or two, and, the anthropologists surmise, a deteriora- 
tion in general stam‘na. 

But furthers, recemt measurements of school children in 
this country appear to have established the fact that 
the dolichocephalic type is among them the more original. 
The brachycephalic is apparently as receptive of know!l- 
edge, but averages lees bright and inventive; it has a 
greater proportion of dull pupils. Moreover, examination 
of many other living individuals indicates in a general way 
that the proportion of delichocephalic increases as we mount 
from the peasant class to that of the towns of Europe, 
from the proletariat to the working class proper, from 
the masses to the professional classes and the nobility.

THE COCHINEAL INSECT OF MEXICO. 


[Pacific Bee:] The cochineal insect, scientifically known 
as the Coccus cacti, and in Spanish as the cochinilla, is 
reared extensively in Mexico, principally in the State of 
Oaxaca. It lives upon a species of cactus 
This is known as the nopal (Opuntia  cochinel- 
illustration. This is known as the nopal (Opuntia cochinel- 
lifera,) which is planted especially for the benefit of the 
cochinilla. The insects are carefully tended during the wet 
season, branches of the nopal containing them being kept 
indoors to preserve them from the rain. When the rains 
have ceased the plantations of nopal are restocked by plac- 
ing nests of the insects, containing females, upon = 
The females each lay upwards of 1000 eggs, and soon 
of females are picked off in succession, and are carefully 
dried, after being first killed by the heat of an oven or by 
mh cole about seventy thousand of the dried insects te 
make a pound, but many tons are exported. Their whole- 
sale value is about so cents a pound. The dried substance 
is used for dyeing ‘purposes, making a brilliant purplish- 
red color. Among the hues produced from it are those 
known as carmine, and also tie “lakes.” Rouge is also 
made from cochineal, though probably few of the women 
whose cheeks are colored with this pigment have the least

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3 WILSON’S SCHEME. 


SECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE WANTS 
TO HELP THE FARMERS. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON (D. C..) May 14.—The daily dis- 
tribution of weather forecasts among his farmer- 
citizens, even those of the mest secluded backwoods, 
is a gigantic feat to be immediately begun by Uncle Sam. 
For his share of “Old Probs” the dweller in the city will 
continue to depend upon the newspapers and official prog- 
nostications posted in public places; but the man with the 
hoe is to be given his special and individual meteorological 
prophecy, left at this gate or fence corner every morn or 
early afternoon. For this boon the agricultural classes will 
have to thank their arch-friend, “Tama Jim” Wilson, 
officially known as the Secretary of Agriculture. The prop- 
osition was his. The practical and intricate details of the 
scheme are being hatched from the noddles of Chief Mocre 
of the Weather Bureau and of Superintendent Machen of 
the Postal Free Delievery, now being put together for that 
purpose. Prof. Moore yesterday presented the Times Maga- 
zine corr nt with a handful of samples of the fore- 
cast blanks which he is having printed for the cnterprise. 
Of course, rural readers of the Magazine will be anxious 
to know what their daily forecasts will look like. They 
will be- printed upon thin, white paper, cut 6x3 3-8 inches. 


Lengthwise, at the top of each will be printed, in black 
following heading:

Thousands of these slips will be ultimately distributed 
among the localities profiting by the new system. At 8 
o'clock each mo-ning, Washington time—which, by the way, 
is 7 o'clock in Chicago, 6 o'clock in Denver, end 5 o'clock 
in Los Angeles—observers located at the 1:0 Weather Bu- 
reau stations which speckle 3,600,500 square miles of States 
and Territories, will measure all possible m>teorological 
conditions in their neighborhoods. During the next thirty 
er forty minutes these observations, having the right-of- 
way over all telegraph lines, will be transmitted to their 
propcr dostinations, each station contributing its own re- 
port and receiving im return, by an ingenious system of 
telegraphic circuits, such information from all other sta- 
tions as may be required for the morning forecast. As 
soon as these predictions are received, an agent of the 
Weather Bureau, in each of the 2000 localities served with 
official prognostications, will manipulate a rubber stamp, 
partially set up for the purpose, and will print upen his 
supply of blanks as many official forecasts as he has farm- 
ers to accommodate. The stamped slips will thin be hur- 
ried to the nearest railroad station cad shipped to all of 
the rural free-delivery carriers in the surrounding district. 


The Form of the Forecast. 


Chief Moore says that all farmers profiting by this novel 
system will thus regularly receive, between 10 a.m. and 
2 p.m., forecasts for the weather of the following night and 
next day. A sample forecast, supposing that it be for to- 
day, would read about as follows: 

“Les Angeles and Vicinity: Fair Suaday; partly cloudy 
Monday; fresh north to northeast winds.” 

Many city people will doubt whether such a wholesale 
distribution of daily weather predictions among the farm- 
or3 is worth the pecks of trouble which the new system 
will eventually entail. On the other band, the agricultural 

need the advice of “Old Probs” far more seriously 
than do we urbcaites. To them the condition of the ele- 
ments is a matter of cold dollars ard cents; to us it is 
more a matter of convenience or comfort. 

Prof. Moore tells your correspcndent that millions of dol- 
lars will be saved to the farmer each year by the rew svs- 
tem. The local rains of summer, which now frequently 
surprise him with his hay down, will be foretold to him in 
time for the crop to be housed. In the tobacco-growing 


will save fortunes. The frost and cold wave warnings will 
be of greater value to the agricultural classes than any 
other daily pre¢iction, to be distributed in this way. In 
making these the Weather Bureau shows its greatest accu- 
racy. The Middle and South Atlantic seaboard regions, de- 
voted to fruits and vegetables, wherein the unexpected 
frosts of early spring and late fall annually play great 
havoc, will find the innovation a blessing. Sugar planters 
will be enabled to cut their cane and pile it in protected 
rows before the approach of the expected ravager. More- 
over, Jack Frost.will be thwarted in the cranberry and 
orange belts. In California rain forecasts will sav: whole 
fortunes in fruits, especially raisins exposed to the air 
while drying. Stock raisers, too, will profit by ghe 
promptly-distributed cold-wave predictions.

A peep inside will suffice te convince the inquisitive that 
this craft is a full-fcdged postoffice on wheels, adequately 
equipped to dispense stamp,, stamped paper, postel cards 
and newspaper wrappers, or to issue and pay money or- 
Gers and creygistcr letters. The bury clerk, seated at 
working-desk, will postmark or back stamp mail and supply 
rural letter-carriers on cutlyu g routes with postal matter 
for delivery, > receive from them the same for civpatch, 
In fac’ this enugly-esconced postal clerk will combine 
the iesponsible Auties of pustmaster, railway ail cleik, 
superintendent of a postal station and Weather Bureau 


agent. 

The Weather Bureau and postoffice on wheels will be in- 
troduced inte a few of the available 2000 counties at a 
time. Duplicates of the vehicles so successfully operating 
in Maryland-will be immediately launched upon the dusty 
thoroughfares of Fairfield county, Ct.; Washington county, 
Pa., and Delaware county, Ind. As the system is extended 
into States as a whole, each must first be plotted into cir- 
cuits. The wagon traveling upon cach will be quartered 
over night at a railroad town, preferably one situated on 
a main line, connecting with the nearest city serving as the 
postal center for the commuy ty. Here it will await tho 
incoming morning mail and batches of forecast slips. Re- 
ceiving these it will immediately set out upon its route, 
mapped out as nearly as possible in a circl) whose cir- 
cumference will admit of a return to the starting point in 
time to catch the outboun! evening mails. For each cir- 
cuit will be published a time table showing the exact hours 
when wagors will pass between important points. Before 
the forecasts can be systematically distributed, a census 
and complete register of the farmers on each route must 
first be made. A corresponding number of forecast slips 
will then be given to each clerk on the morning route. The 
slips are being printed on fhin paper, that they may occupy 
as little room as possible. 

The weather forecasts will be left each day, except Sun- 
day, ip all letter-boxes fastened out side the gates of farm- 
ers living directly upon a circuit cr attached to fence 
ccrmers nearest to houses on side roads. 


The Subject of Boxes. 


The Posteffice Department is considering the practica- 
bility of adopting uniform boxes, to be rented at a low rate 
to all patrons of the new service, the department putting 
thcm up, keeping them in repair, ani guarantecing their 
protection. Farmers along the various free-delivery routes 
have devised some remarkable private receptacles for hold- 
ing their mail. Tomato cans, cigar boxes, drainage pipes 
up-ended, soap boxes, and even sections of discarded stove 
pipe have been enlisted into the service. 

Some geod taxpayers will probably wax economical, 
ond ask who is to pay the extra cost of this new system. 
To these Uncle Sam will have to say that the saving en- 
tailed by the retirement of fourth-class postmasters and 
star routes on each circuit, plus the phenomenal increase in 
postal revenues bound to result, will more than compen- 
sate for the additional outlay. During the Maryland ex- 
periment this increased revenue was 23 1-2 per cent., and 
one-half the gain was from newspapers and circulars. In- 
deed, Mr. Machen prophesies that the balance sheets in 
the communities covered will show a snug profit to the 


government at the end of the first year.

[Paris Nouvelles:] As is known, the cotton and corn 
of Egypt have been subjected this year to a very 
loss om account of defective irrigation. The Nile, 
the beneficent inundations of which regularly fertilize the 
Egyptian plains, bas scarcely overflowed at al! this year. 
Even during the periods of the most famous droughts of 
antiquity, the great irrigating stream never dispensed so 
little water. ; 
Efforts have been made Jately to devise a remedy for 
the calamity. It was thought at one time that such a 
remedy had been found in the clearing away of the “sadds” 
or masses of fluvial grasses which encumber the bed of 
the river on the Upper Nile. This long and difficul t work, 
however, proved almost useless, fur the grasses msing to 
the surface impeded navigation, while their removal did not 
seem in any way to increase the volume of water. 
It became necessary then to seek a relief of some other. 
sort, to find a new meams of averting the disaster of a 
water famine. Mr. Schweinfurth, a savant, who had made 
a study of the equatorial regions, and who was the first 
to propose the cutting away of the weeds, has just sug- 
gested another project. According to him, the principal 
aim of any such undertaking should be to regulate the

The 8-inch gins will be mounted 
in pairs in four turrets of 6-inch steel, placed at the four 
main corners of the cuperstructure. These 8-inch guns are 
arranged to bear ahead and astern, so that either a flecing 
or pursuing foe will have to bear the brunt of four 8-inch 
guns and two 12-inch guns.

The turrets will be controtled electrically, all ammunition 
will be brought from the magazines to the guns by electri- 
cal lifts, many of the ventilating fans will be run by the 
same power, and all of the lightning, inside and out, will 
be by electricity. The ships will carry over a hundred 
auxiliary engines, and more than ever will mechanical 
power supplant the muscular energies of the crew. 

The motive power of these great craft will consist, each, 
of two very powerful, four-cylinder, triple-expcasion en- 
gines, capable of developing 1000 horse power for every 
knot cf maximum speed. To supply the stcam needful to 
turn the two big screws quite 125 times a minute, there 
will be no fewer than thirty high-powered boilers of the 
modern water-tube type. To keep them up to a working 
pressure of 250 pounds to the square inch will mean the

Ozone 
is very commonly accepted as at any rate an important 
facter in this connection, since it is invariably present in 
air that has been in contact with sea water, and especially

Ozone, however—and with it probably 
traces of hydrogen peroxide—is undoubtedly formed by air 
skimming over the surface of fresh water, and hence the 
breezes coming over the lochs in Scotland and large lakes 
and rivers in other places becomes ozonized and bracing. 
The freshness of the early morning air is due most probably 
to the formation of dew on the previous night, the transi- 
tion from the vaporous to the liquid state causing ozoniza- 
tion of the air with which the condensed watery particles 
come into intimate contact. This freshness disappears as 
the day wears on because of the readiness with which ozone 


is destroyed by organized and organic substances. The ex- 
hilarating effect of a sea breeze may, however, be ascribed 
to other bodies which are foreign to inland air. Thus sea 
air contains a traceable amount of salt and iodides, at- 
taining a maximum of .o22 gfam per litre, or about one 
and a half graims per gallon. These mineral ingredients

This primitive method of convey- 
ance wes well enough in the days when times were flush 
and outlaws would not descend to any species of robbery 
short of holding up a train Increase of immigration 
“brought in its wake petty thieves and paltry evil-doers, 
concomitants that appear to be inevitable attendants to a 
more advanced civilization. Organized gangs cf depredators 
came into existence along the overland routes. The sparsely- 
settled districts offered plenty of opportunity for thieving. 
Disguised as tramps, these marauders would board the 
cars, and when the train laid over at some lonely wayside 
place, they would carry off merchandise to secure hiding 
places. Bags.of grain were thrown off between stations, 
and confederates would come along and load them on 
wagons. The railroads wer: forced to change their style 
of doing business. Cars containing grain and merchandise 
are now either locked or sealed. 

The Southern Pacific Railroad has had its due share of 
trouble with train beats for many years. To give Uncle 
Collis his just dues, he has treated the knights of the road 
with tender consideration. During the hard times, a few 
years back, the railroads of this State carried tramps with- 
out recompense. The long freights that came from Ne- 
vada or down from Oregon were loaded to the guards with 
all sorts and conditions of peregrinators. There came a 
change along about 1895.
